A Fight with Ggkruxvs. — O n the 27th 
| inst.. Captain John P. Cummings, company A. 
i Green River BiUalion, Kentucky State forces, 

1 with thirty -five men and a detachment of Cap- 
tain Bacon’s company, 17th Kentucky cavalry, 

I c»me up with nineteen guerillas in Hardin 
county, two miles and a half south of Big 
Springs. They captured five, killed four, and 
wounding four, three mortally. They also cap- i 
tared eleven and killed two of their horses i 
Only rix of the guerillas made tbeir escape. 
In tbe fight Captain Cummings was wounded in 
three places, and it is feared they will prove 
fatal. Private Wbiteworth, of his company, 
was wounded. Captain Camming* had two 
horses killed under him. The guerillas were 
commanded by Captain J. F. Collins, and were 
a part < JT 8ae Mundy’s gang. Most of them 
| were dressed in his former costume— red. etc. 1 
They fought desperately. Part of the time 
they took sbe ter in two barns and a house. 
Captain Cummings has served three years in 
tbe .Id Kentucky cavalry, and is a gallant and 
brave officer. 

Cf In tbe U. 8 Circuit Court the jury rendered 
a verdict of fi.VOOo Saturday, n. the Lou'nville 
and Nashville Railroad Company, in favor of 
Mrs. W m. M. Chamber*. She was injured 
about two year* ago on tbe road, about seventy 
miles from tbis city. Her face was disfigured. 
She received scars. Ac . and suffered much pain. 
Tbe accident occurred from both a defect in a 
rail and cross- tie. The Judge instructed the 

jury, if tbe defect in either tbe rail or tie was 
such as could not be guarded against by human 
care and foresight, and which could not be dis- 
covered by a close examination, the railroad 
company was not liable But if the defect was 
such that by tie utmost degree of human fore- 
sight, such as is exercised by very prudent and 
cautious persons, and by a verv close examina- 
tion could be discovered, they must find for the 
plaintiff a verdict as above. The case was ably 
argued by Bollock and Gazlay for the plaintiff 
and G. A. Caldwell and Smith for the defend- 
ant- 

Army of thk Potomac. — This army is just 
now undergoing some important changes. Tbe 
l*th corps has arrived in Washington, and will 
he stationed along the Orange and Alexandria 
railroad as a guard for that important line of 
commnniraiion. The 6th corps has moved off 
in snip'll of a large body of cavity, and is 
supposed to be on the way to join Sner man. 
Tbe 2d and 5th corps are still encamped along 
tbe Suutbride railroad, near the scene of the 
late conflict.

Confederates have not a single port left, and 
bcnce that Confederate vessels can no longer 
claim the rights of belligerents. 

Pr:w.NF.i> of War.— Five hundred and f< r- 
ty-two prisoners of war, including oae Colonel, 
two Majors, eleven Captains, and t wen tv five 
Lieutenants, were received at the Military Pris- 
on in tbis city, on Monday, from Nashville. 
They were marly ail captured at Salisbury, N. . 
C., by tbe forces under command of M»j « -Geo. 
eral Stoneman They will be transferred to I 
Camp Chase in a da? or two. 



Gvkpii.las oj» tiik Nash VII.L.K Raii.ro in — 
A correspondent from Hart county, Ky., in- 
forms us that a squad of guerillas, fourteen in 
number, visited Horse Cave last Saturday af- 
ternoon. Theodore Gould, formerly of Greens- 
burg. is said to be their commander. They 
were all mounted on fine horses, and armed 
with pictols, which were freely flourished and 
discharged among the citizens of tbe place. > 
Dr. Walton received some injury by being 
struck on the bead with a revolver. Mr. J. H. 
Mustain had a narrow escape with his life, a 
bullet which wa6 tired at him grazing his head, 
and entered the railroad tickct-bomt his back, 
destroying a package of tickets, because he did 
not use sufficient haste in delivering his watch 
and money so as to merit tbe approbation of ; 
tbe thieves. At Mr. J. B. Mu-tain's store they 
amused themselves by pushing the show cases, 
with their contents, from the counter, smashing 
the windows, firing pistols, and relieving Mr. 
M. of three hundred dollars for their kind con- 
sideration in sparing his life. Messrs. Morris & 
Young lost about one hundred and fifty dollars 
in money. Messrs. J. and H. Vilacet lost 
watches and money, and Messrs. Crane & Tav- 
lor lost four hundred dollars in money. Several 
citizens lost money, valuable*, and watches be • 
sides those enumerated. Hearing the freight 
train going 6ontb, due there at 2:15, coming, 
they retreated a short distance, then returned 
and fired at the engineer. No “breaks on” 
was signalled while passing. 8oon after this 
train passed they left, going toward the mouth 
of Little Barren, on the Glasgow and Munford- 
\ Hie road. A number of colored troops were 
sent there trom Cave City very raipidly, but ar- 
rived too late to effect an' thing. They took 
very few or no goods from the stores, but must 
have realized in money, watches, &c., near 
two thousand dollars. Our correspondent say6: 
“But ODe citizen exhibited any disposition to 
fight them, and thU only when they had been 
gone about half an hotir.” 

gjyCapt- J. P. Cummings, formerly of the 3d 
Kentucky cavalry, on the 23d ultimo, in com- 
mand of some twenty or thirty home guards, 
wtnt in pursuit of a guerilla band, and, coming 
on them nt&r Big Spring, Hardin county, had 
quite a spirited fight tor fifteen minutes, in 
which four of tbe guerillas were killed, two 
mortally wounded, two slightly wounded, and 
five captured. Twelve tine horses were also 
captured. But we regret to learn that Captain 
Cummings, while charging iu advance of his 
company, was 6hot by one of the scoundrels 
from behind a corn-crib, receiving wounds in 
three different parts of his person, from which 
be died on the 28th.

Rev. H. W. Beecher preached a sermon on the 
death of President Lincoln, from the 4th and 
5th verses of the Slth chapter of Deuteronomy,

Thf. Puot of '76 to Assassinate Washing- 
ton— In Mr. 8corilJe's book, “The Old Mer- 
chants of New York,” is the following notice 
of an attempt to assassinate George Washing- 
ton. One of the conspirators, Thomas Hickory, 
a private in the body guard of Washington, was 
bung: 

in June, 1776. Peter T. Curtinu-. Commissary 
General, wrote to Colonel Richard Varrick a 
letter regarding the whole plot, in which the 
writer said: 

“New York, June 26, 1776. 

“Sir: * • * • L ist night was discovered 
a mo*t infernal plot against tbe lives of G neral 
Washington and Pucem <fcc. Some of the 
vtllians concerned are in safe custody Among 
them are Mr. Maithews. i-ur Mayor, Gilbert 
For bee. a gunsmith, a filer and drummer of 
Gen Washington’s guard. Ac. The particulars 
are not yet transpired (from officers who were 
< mpioy < d to apprehend tfc« n>) that a great re- 
ward w as offered to assassinate Gen. Washing- 
ton and pQlnam — that a plan was found in their 
i os session of all tbe fortifications, that whilst 
the regulars made the attack, some persons 
were to blow up the powder house, and others 
were to destroy King’s bridge in order to pre- 
tent reinforcements trom coming in from New 
Eugland. In short, tbe plot was a most damn- 
able one, and I hope the villains may receive a 
punishment equal to perpetual itching without 
the benefit o! scratching.

W HAT HK DID NOT SAT. 

Tbe earthly remains of our late President will 
this moi ning reach our city on their way to 
Uieir final rest, and will remain with us till to- 
morrow aftarnoon. It seems, then, a fit moment 
for recalling attention to the w isdom and pa- 
triotism evinced by cur loved and lost leader in 
reserve and silence — in what he took care not to 
fay or during bis occupanev of the Presidential 
chair. For many a fool has the credit of clever 
or smart savings — perhaps justlv, but to refrain 
from follies that are current and popular, steid- 
fsstly ret uric g to lend them any countenance 
whatever, evinces a protonrd end evincible sa- 
gacity rare among even the ablest of public 
men. 

I. Mr. Lincoln, throughout his a-duous term 
ol service of President— in tact, throughout nis 
entire public career— utterlv, stubbornly re- 
lused to utter a word calculated to embroil us 
in a contest with any foreign power. “O.vf. 
WAR at a timk”— the words with which he de- 
cided the Ttent case — were the k< ,-nuie of his 
entire official career He never proposed the 
idea, once so popular, of getting out of our do- 
mestic snuggle by plunging into one with a 
Enrol ean power. Noncot trie bogus “Monroe 
d< ctrine” bravado, which so tickles tbe ears of 
mot groundlings, ever escaped his lips. He 
was ot course anno'ed and embarrassed by the 
French inva-ion of Mexico, and he never con- 
cealed his di-like to that Napoleonic blunder, 
but he felt that it ill became the chief of a great 
DMion to indulge in warnings and menaces 
w h>ch be was notoriously unable, during ou' 
civ il war. to back by map-rial I'eri-nasions. It 
would have Ircen easy and popular to plunge 
the ciuntrv into a great foreign war; hut i hat 
would In; ve been Pi iw-ure its permaneot dU- 
in| lion and overthrow. Mr Lincoln saw the 
tic ill from the outset, and had the courage and 
I airi< tism to pnrsue it 

II. He never talked vindictive, nor threat- 
ened to hang or shoot men wh > were not in his 
|K*w«r. He probably bad as clear and keen a 
perception of the vile and great wickedness of 
tbe slaveholders’ rebellion as anv other man 
could have; hut he said little about it and never 
Parked at those who were not within reach of 
his bite.

Grant and Gen. Lee have a right to return to 
tbeir homes in the loyal 8tates. The terms of 
sumeder granted hv the Lieutenant-General in 
the name of the Government to Lee are in the 
following words: 

Rolls of all the officers and men to be made 
in duplicate, one copy to lie given to an ollker 
desigu tted by me, the other to be retained by 
such officers as vou may designate; the officers 
to give their individual paroles not to take arms 
aga’r.st the Government of the United States 
until properly exchanged, and each company 
or regimental commander sign a like parole for 
the men of their commands. Tfie arms, artil- 
lery, and public property to be parked and 
stacked, and turned over to tbe officers appoint- 
ed by me to receive them. This will not em- 
brace the side-arms of the officers, nor their 
private horns or baggage. This done, each 
officer and man will be allowed to return to 
tbeir homes, not to be disturbed by the United 
States authorities so long as they observe their 
parole and the laws in force where they may 
reside. Very respectfully, 

U. 8. GRANT, Lieutenant-General. 

There is nothing raid in this agreement 
about the locality of the homes of the rebel 
officers ai d men, but the permission “to return 
to their homes” is put broadly and without any 
qualification whatever. Ilad there been any 
limiting clause, there could not have been anv 
doubt upon the subject. Under the exceeding- 
ly comprehensive language employed, it is not 
easy to perceive how those officers and men 
could be prevented lrom returning “to their 
homes," wherever they may be, without a vio- 
lation of the terms of the surrender. What 
the thought in the mind of Gen. Grant may- 
have been upon the point under considera- 
tion— if it occurred to him at all— we, of course, 
know not. The War Department, however, 
evidently somewhat embarrassed, has submit- 
ted the question to tbe Attorney-General, and 
the latter has decided that the officers and men 
under parole have not the right to return either 
to Washington or to any part of the loyal 8tates, 
much less to wear their uniforms in such 8mtes 
He Eaye ; 

The rebels were dealt with bv Gen. Grant as 
belligerents. As belligerents their homes were 
of necessity in the territory belligerent to the 
Government of the United States The officers 
and scidiere of Gen. Lee's army, then, who had 
hemes prior U> lue rebellion iu the Northern 
8utet, took up their residences within the rebel 
States and abandoned their homes in the loyal 
Staten ; and when Gen. Grant gave permission 
to them, by the stipulation, to return to their 
homes, it cannot be understood as a permission 
to return to any part of tbe loyal States, 

But the opinion of the Attorney- General 
needs elucidation itself much more than the 
terms of the stipulation between Grant and 
Lee. He uses “Northern States” and “loyal 
States” indiscriminately. Does he mean to use 
them synonymously? There have been State 
governments organized in Virginia, Tennessee, 
Arkansas, and Louisiana which have been rec- 
ognized by the Government as loyaL Have 
i the Confederate officers and soldiers surren- 
dered, whose homes were in those States — and 
there are many such— a right to go to them? 

! There will soon be loval State governments in 
| North Carolina, South Carolina, Alabama, Flor- 
ida, and in fact in every one of the States lately 
or now in revolt again -t the Government. It 
they cannot return to such States, then, they- 
can go nowhere in the country, and must conse- 
quently leave it. But this with the great ma- 
jority ot Ihtm is impracticable and impossible. 
They must, from the very necessity of the ease, 
remain within the limits of the United States. 
But il must be evident to them that they can- 
not to remain as enemies of the Government. 

; They can do so only a* its friends; and as the 
“Confederate Government” has collapsed, and 
to it nger has any real substantial existence, 
they must at once choose between banishment 
and allegiance. They do not expect ever to be 
exchanged. At m »t, then, the question with 
them can be but one of a few days. Within a 
very brief period, at the longest, they must de- 
cide the question each for himself, and the 
quicker they decide it the better it will be for 
them.

As Kentucky is a “loy al State, ” though not a 
“Northern S„ate,” we suppose that the opinion 
of the Attorney -General and the order of the 
War Department will prohibit such Confederate 
paroled officers and men as have their homes 
in tbis 8mte from returning to tnem in that 
capacity. Thev can, however, at once relieve 
themselves of the difficulty by taking the oath 
of allegiance and conducting themselves here- 
after as good citizens of the United States 
Whether Attorney-General Speed meant to em- 
ploy “loyal 8tate” as synonymous with “North- 
ern State”— in which case Lis opinion would no; 
apply to Kenlcck.' — and whether his construc- 
tion of the terms of surrender agreed upon be 
tween Grant and Lee is technically correct 
or net, we pre'ume that the order 
of the War Department will be held 
as applicable here, and will consequently 
debar many persons, fo. merly citizens or resi- 
dents of tbt State, and since in the armies of 
the insurgents from returning to it except upon 
the condition to which we have referred, viz , 
as loyal citizens evinced by their taking the 
customary os* a of allegiance and keeping it. 
We suggest rerpectfuily to them the propriety 
cf tbis course; and, wherever there is any per- 
mitted communication between the parties, we 
suggest further that their relatives and friends 
should so advise them. They cannot wish 
to become “exiles from home." They cannot 
possibly desire, as it stems to u? to become 
outcasts and wanderers in foreign lands, quil- 
ling, forever, the shores beyond which repose 
ihe ashes of tbeir ancestors, of tbeir relatives, 
and friends, and where living loved ones yet are, 
around whose hearts a thousand tender recol- 
lections duster and will forever bind them, 
present or absent, together. No, no, they can- 
not surely do that. The demon of war can do 
much, and has done much, to alienate those 
who should never have been separated; but it 
cannot stifle tbe cries of nature in hearts knit 
logelhe-r by its most sacred ties. It cannot 
-iltnt c the voices within. It cannot repress 
the tltrobbiugs of that great world which lies 
remote from human observation in the depths 
of the bosom ol every rational, thinking, intel- 
ifoent being. 

There may be here and there abnormal 
wretches, moral monsters, whose exile from the 
land which they have cursed would be a good 
riddance, and devoutly to be wished; but these 
are merely exceptions, and we trust rare ones, 
which lie beyond the -cope of our remarks. 
The officers and men we refer to we take to be 
honorable persons, who, now that the struggle 
is substantially over, must wish to see its last 
remnants speedCy disappear and be forgotten. 
As they are to remain ia the country, and as 
they can do so only upon the condition we 
have mention td. the more rapidly and gen- 
erally they co ofi rm to it, the sooner they will 
t-rjoy that ri st and those returning ole&sings 
of peace which they ruu.-t be supposed ardently 
to desire.

a perairsion to return to any part of the loyal 
States. 

That was a capitulation of surrender, and 
not a truce. Vattel lavs it down that [p 111. ] 
during the truce, especially if made for a 
long period, it is naturally allowable for ene- 
ma s to pac s and repass to and from each other's 
country , in tbe same manner as it is allowed in 
time of peace, since all hostilities are now sus ■ 
pended. But each of the sovereigns Is at lib- 
erty, a* be would be in time of p race, to adopt 
every precaution which may be necessary to 
prevent this intercourse from becoming preju- 
dicial to him He has just grounds of suspi- 
citn against people with whom he is soon to 
recommence hostilities. He may even declare, 
at the time of making the truce, that he will 
ucinii none of the enemy !aio any pl5ce uuuer 
hie jurisdiction Those who. having entered 
tbe eneni' '* territories during the truce, are de- 
tained there by sickness, or anv other nnsur- 
mom table obstacle, and thus happen to re- 
main in the country after the expiratton of 
tbe armistice, may, in strict justice, be kept 
pi Loners; it is air accident which thev might 
have fores* en. and to which thev have, of their 
own accord, exposed themselves; but humanity 
and generosity ccmnionlv require that thev 
should be allowed a sufficient term for tceir de- 
parture. If tbe articles of truce contain anv 
concitior s either more extensive or more nar- 
rowly restrictive than what we have here laid 
down, the transaction becomes s particular con- 
vention.

Ac , was a recessarv incident to onr 
occupation and destruction of the Inland routes 
of travel and supply. But the real object of 
this march was to place this army in a position 
easy of supply, wheoce it could take an appro- 
pria'e part in the spring and summer campaign 



of 1865. Tbis was completely accomplished on 
Mareh 21 rt by tbe junction of the three armies 
i and occupation of Goldsboro.

Under cover of thi* brigade a pontoon bridge 
was laid on the morning of tbe 17th. I was in 
person at this bridge, and at 11 A. K , learned 
that tbe Mayor of Columbia had came out in a 
carriage and made a formal surrender of the 
city to Colonel Stone, 25lh Iowa infantrv, com- 
manding 3d brigade. 1st division, 15th corpe. 
About the same time a smal' party of the 17th 
corps had crossed the Congaree in" a skiff, and 
entered Colombia trom a point immeuiitelv 
west. In anticipation of the occupation of the 
citv, I had made written orders to General How- 
ard touching the conduct of the troops. Three 
were, to destroy absolutely all arsenals and pub- 
lic property not needed for our own use, as well 
as all railroads, depots, and machinery useful in 
war to an eM my, but to *pare ail dwellings, 
colleges schools, asylums, and harmless private 
property. 

1 was the first to cross the pontoon bridge, 
snd, in companv with General Howard, rode 
into tbe city. The day was clear, but a perfect 
:empe*tof wind was raging. Tbe brigade of 
Colonel Stone was already in the city, and was 
properly posted. Citizens and soldiers were on 
the streets, and general good order prevailed. 
General Wade Hampton, who commanded the 
Confederate rear-guard of cavalrv, bod. in autici- 
patkm of onr capture of Columbia, ordered that 
»11 cotton, public ana private, should be moved 
into the streets and fired, to prevent our making 
use of it. Bale* were piled everywhere, tbe rope 
and bagging cut, and tufts of cotton were biown 
about in the wind, lodged in the trees and 
t gainst kouKft, so as to resemble a snow storm.

clemency “and that the terms of peace he was 
intent on were exceedingly mild.” He ex- 
pres*e* the conviction that severe measures to- 
ward the South will certainly impede the 
restoration of peace, inciting guerilla war- 
fare which may last through many years, 
and adding “tearfully, if not fatally, to our 
altesdy va*t debt.” “It must not be for- 
gotten,” says he,” “that it cost our nation 
manv years, many lives, and thirty or forty 
millions of dollars, to pnt an end to the gueril- 
la war carried on in Florida by a handful of In- 
dians and negroes. Nor must it be forgotten 
that tbe hundred thousand Dominicans are just 
now enjoying a complete and final triumph over 
tLe many millions of 8pain. Rome, like our- 
selves, was a mighty nation. But, though 
striving for it through many years, she was not 
able to achieve an entire conquest over the few 
Cantabrians. The lesson of such cases is, that 
a people, however great, should beware of driv- 
ing to desperation a people however small. It 
may be hoped that the negroes of the 8 ruth 
would stand in the way of this apprehended 
guerilla warfare. A part might; but the re- 
mainder, identifying it ulth justice and mercy, 
might hasten to identity tnem-etves wish it 
Moreover, if our Government shall be guilty of 
what seems to be bad faith or cruelty toward 
tbe conquered rebels, would there not be a dis- 
affection at tbe North far more alarming than 
that hitherto manifested? In a word, would 
not tbe Government thereby make an enemy of 
the South and an enemy of the North also?” 

Mr. Smith argues that blessed consequences 
would flow from a wise .and kind treatment of the 
enemy— ;■ permanent peace, and a community of 
interests and character. Tbe South would soon 
learn to like the North, and would soon wel- 
come tbe tens of thousands of families that 
would immediately begin to emigrate from the 
North. “Moreover,” save Mr. Smith, “the 
whole known world would be blest by the ter- 
mination of this horrid war in a peace so full of 
reason, justice, and love. Christianity would 
be honored and advanced by a peace made so 
strikingly in her own spirit. In that spirit we 
cannot shed one drop of the blood of our sub- 
dued foe. If possessed of it, we ehall forgive 
and forget the wrongs done the North, and shall 
feel that the South has suffered enough, and 
that 6he deserves to be soothed and comforted, 
and no more afflicted, by ns.” Such magnani- 
mous sentiments as these we hardly expected 
from Gerrit Smith, who has been for years ap- 
parently in extreme antipathy to the Southern 
people. 

The Pfoi-i.e Want Peace.— The Missouri 
Republican, a leading journal in the West, thus 
interprets the desires of the people in regard to 
peace: 

Tbe people want peace. They would not ac- 
quiesce iu a dtohonorable peace,’ or one likelv 
mi be merely temporary or illusory ; but there is 
an almost umvereal conviction that a condition 
of war is now unnecessary, as well as costlv and 
exhaustive In business there is a nervous in- 
quietude. Doubt and uncertainty brood upon 
t very enterpitoe. The people of the South, as 
well as those of the North, agree that the 
srb* me for a Southern Confederacy to a failure 
They want peace, and are now willing to live 
under the Unbrn. Surely, there must be some 
way to bring the sections together again with- 
out further slaughter. Let there be some un- 
derstood basis of peace, for at present there to 
none beoond a vague idea, variously interpret- 
ed. We are confident pacification could be 
speedily arranged if the trial were made in an 
earnest and devoted spirit. Why not bend all 
effort to that end ? 

There to every reason to believe that the 
Piesidett and hto Cabinet will put forth every 
effort in their i>ower for the accomplishment of 
this great object. Trade restrictions to a large 
extent have already been removed by the Exec- 
utive, and the telegraph informs us there was 
the longest Cabinet meeting held Wednesday 
which has taken place since the accession of 
Mr Johnscn to tbe Presidency, the object ot 
which was trade regulations In the South. We 
hope the utmost liberality will be manifested iu 
this respect, and the indications are that this 
w ill be the case. We trust that free trade will 
be peimitted as speedily as possible, since 
do cne can doubt that such a course will 
have a most happy influence in restor- 
ing peace and order where they are so 
much needed. Commerce to a mighty band 
with which to bind the country- together, and 
tbe more rapidly and generally its power can 
» e called into requisition the better tt will be 
That the re to a way “to bring the sections to- 
gether again" admits of no doubt whatever, 
and tt to already in process of rapid develop- 
ment. The President's views in regard to this 
arc pretty distinctly shadowed forth in his ad 
dress to a delegation that recently called 
upon him, and they are doubtless those which 
he will carry out in the premises We extract 
the following from hto reported remarks ;

In the summer of 
1861 he was nominated as a candidate for Gov- 
ernor by a convention of Union men assembled 
at Knoxville, but he declined to make the race, 
w hen Hon Wm. H Polk became the conserva- 
tive, or Union candidate, against Isham G. Har- 
ris. Mr. Patterson is a son in-law of President

Hon. Joseph 8. Fowler was never in public 
life until he became Comptroller of Tennessee 
by appointment of Gov. Johnson in 1862. He 
is about forty-five years of age. Before the war 
he was a professor in Franklin College, and, 
subsequently, the President of the Female 
Academy at Gallatin, Tennessee. The writer 
has known Mr. Fow!er for a Dumber of years. 
His learning fe varied and profound, having 
been from his earliest manhood devoted to the 
cause of letters. We never heard a topic sug- 
gested in his presence with which he was not 
thoroughly acquainted. As a man he is deeply 
imbued with the highest sense of integrity, and, 
inexperienced as be to in the affairs of State, we 
have so much confidence in his capacity for the 
exalted trust now imposed upon him, that we 
unhesitatingly predict for him a bright career 
among the first men of the nation. 

R* turning Lotai.tt. — A large public meet- 
ing was held in Memphis Monday last, consist- 
ing chiefly of citizens who bad actively sustained 
the rebellion in Tennessee, Mississippi, and Ar- 
kansas. Hon. J. T. Swavne, a distinguished 
rebel Judge in that portion of the State, B. D. 
Nabers, a conspicuous secession orator in 1861, 
and CoL Grace, who drew the resolutions for the 
secession of Arkansas, were present and addressed 
the meeting. These gentlemen eloquently 
and earnestly counselled the people to renew 
their allegiance to the Union in good faith, to 
forget the hatreds and prejudices of the past, 
aud to co-operate with the Government in se- 
curing the complete restoration of civil author- 
ity. They regard the war as at an end, and 
the power of the Federal Government as fully 
vindicated. As to the slavery question, they 
expressed the view that it had been decided by 
tbe war itself, and that the people throughout 
tbe South 6hnuld adapt themselves as quickly 
as possible to the condition of universal free- 
dom. The speeches delivered by these promi- 
nent and influential gentlemen, and the resolu- 
tions adopted on the occasion, breathed the 
spirit of sincere loyalty to the Government of 
the United States, and we hail them as 
one of the most cheering indications of the 
times. We hope that similar meetings will be 
held at numerous points in the insurrectionary 
8tates, now that they may assemble under the 
protection of the national flag. Their effect 
upon popular feeling in the South will prove of 
inestimable value to the great work of peaceful 
restoration. 

Lee’s Officers in the Shenandoah Valle v. 
The recent opinion of Attorney- General Speed 
in regard to the status of the rebels is, says the 
Cleveland Leader, being pi actically exemplified 
in the Shenandoah Valley. Major-General Tor- 
bert, the new commander, ha 3 fully entered 
npon hto duties, one of which is acting upon 
the cases <^manv officers and soldiers of Lee’S 
late army, returning to their former homes in 
Maryland or on the borders of Pennsylvania. 
All such persons are not allowed to proceed on 
their joun.ey without taking the oath of alle- 
giance. Many refuse to do so, expressing their 
faith in the ultimate success of the rebels, while 
other give up the Confederacy, and go on their 
way rejoicing. Several of Moeby’s gang of 
guerillas have come into Winchester with the 
paroled prisoners, among whom is his second in 
command, Lieutenant Colonel Chambers. 

Retorts from the 8octhwest.— It is said 
that the rebel General Buford burned ninety- 
five thousand bales of cotton at Montgomery, 
Alabama, before evacuating that place, previous 
to the arrival there of General Wilson’s cav- 
alry. General Wilson’s force destroyed all the 
rebel depots, workshops, and manufactories 
along their route of march, and the rebel 
steamers King, Augusta, and Nina, on the Ala- 
bama river. 

New Orleans advices report that the rebel 
General Dick Taylor ir prepared to surrender 
his command to General Canby, if he can secure 
favorable terms. General Canby arrived in New 
Orleans from Mobile last 8unday morning. 
General Banks resumed command at the Depart- 
ment of the Gulf, with headquarters at New 
Orleans, on the 22d ult.

iDg that the blessings which it promised to 
bestow upon them wculd be tore than coun- 
terbalanced by the evils which ; would inflict. 
The opposition to its adoption was especially 
powerful in New York, and gve the greatest 
anxiety lo its friends everywhere, because, 
without the co-operation of aat great Slate, I 
the whole scheme of anew Uton was likely J 
to fall through. The majority of the conven- 
tion of that 8tate at one time vished to ratify 
the new Constitution conditional?, that is, for 
a certain period of time, in ordr to sec how it 
would work, reserving the rightof tbe State to 
withdraw from the new Union jf. at the expi- 
ration of such period, it should wish to do so. 
Upon this point of a conditiaal ratification 
there was a long aud stormy ebate, lasting 
many weeks. 

It required an the efforts, the logic, and tbe 
genius of Alexander Hamilton, tc great cham- 
pion of the Constitution yi that x>dy, to secure 
its adoption. At one time, so gbomy was the 
prospect of its success, that he lesitated as to 
the propriety of accepting the proposition of 
the opposition to ratify it for a leflnite period 
only; and tt was at this time au< under these 
circumstances that he wrote to M- Madison to 
inquire whether, ln his opinion, this could be 
doDe. Tbe answer of that illustrbus statesman 
onght forever to have silenced all nvil as to the 
nature of the Constitution, and the Union then 
proposed to Ire formed under it, aedthe alleged 
reserved rights of a 8 uate to secefe from the 
Union at its pleasure. Mr. Madisoi has not in- 
aptly been termed the Father of tke Constitu- 
tion from the part he took in itsDrmation. He 
wa6’the acknowledged leader of tke great popu • 
lar party of his day. From hto tnswerto Mr. 
Hamilton’s letter, written in 17£8, we extract 
the following^: 

The Constitution requires an aiption in toto 
and forever. It has been so adopted by the 
other States. An adoption for c limited time 
would be as defective as an adoption of some 
of the articles onlv. la short, any condition 
whatever must vitiate the ratification. What the 
new Congress, by virtue of the power to admit 
new States, may be able and disposed to do in 
such a care, I do not inquire, as I suppose that 
is not the material point at present. 

I have not a moment to add more thin mv 
fervent wishes for your success and happiness. 
The idea of reserving the right to withdraw was 
started at Lick isond, aud considered as a condi- 
tional ratification, which was Itself abandoned 
as worse than rejection.

later days have contended was reserved to the 
States— “was started at Richmond and consid- 
ered as a conditional ratification, which was 
itself abandoned a6 worse than rejection! ” This 
meets the exact point, and meets it so clearly 
and concisely as would seem to make evasion 
of it, or any misunderstanding in respect to tt, 
impossible. It drives the nail through and 
clinches it. It leaves not a loophole through 
which sophistry can wriggle itself. 

Then how can our modern ilhiminaii In the face 
and eyes of snch anthoritv as this pretend that 
the right to secede was reserved to the States 
when they ratified the Federal Constitution? 
Recollect thatjeach State was perfectly free to 
ratify tt or not as it should think proper. Two 
of them — Rhode Island and North Carolina — 
did not ratify it until after its adoption by nine 
States, the number which the instrument Itself 
declared requisite in order to make it binding 
upon, and the organic law of, the parties to it. 
Those States could have remained oat of the 
Union to this day, for aught we know, if they 
had chosen to. They came into it freely simply 
because they thought it would be for their in- 
terests to come into it. They, as well as 
the rest of the States, were at liberty 
to ratify the Constitution or not as they 
mieht elect; but they understood perfectly that 
they could not do it conditionally; that there 
was no medium between absolute, uncondi- 
tional adoption, and absolute, unconditional 
rejection of the instrument in question. Hav- 
ing ratified the Constitution, and come into the 
Union upon there terms, they forever surren- 
dered the right to secede from it. They that 
make can break a bargain, but one of the par- 
ties to it cannot do it without the consent of 
tbe others. Otherwise society could not be 
held together, and would relapse into a stats 
of barbarism. 

This question of secession has not lost its 
interest because tbe military power of the pres- 
ent revolt has been broken. If the people en- 
tertain tbe idea that a State has the constitu- 
tional right to withdraw from the Union, at its 
option, for any real or fancied grievance, there 
will always be a principle of mischief in active 
or silent operation in the country. The seces- 
sion heresy ought therefore to be thoroughly 
exposed and exploded, and the true principles 
of the Constitution rJ^on which our Govern- 
ment to based in this respect made familiar to 
the people. 

The pert conceit and shallow impudence of 
the secession commentators npon our system of 
government were finely illustrated by Louis T. 
Wigfall, of Texas, not long after he took his 
seat in the United States Senate, when he rose 
in bis place and gravely declared that Daniel 
Wtbsttr never understood one word of the con- 
stitution! We doubt not that he entertained 
the same opinion of Mr. Madison; but, as the 
latter was a Virginian, and the architect par 
excellence of the constitution, Wigfall could not 
quite screw his courage up to the point of in- 
cluding him with Mr. Webster in his uniaue 
charge. 

W!at modest men these secessionists are! 
Whatever else may be said of them, it must be 
admitted, that, in this respect, they stand peer- 
less and unapproachable! They coolly inform 
the present generation that Washington and 
Madfeon, Hamilton and Webster were benight- 
ed persons, who entirely misunderstood the 
constitution and the great principles of repnb- 
can government. 

Tbeir leading journalistic mouthpiece, just 
before the war began, openly charged that 
Washington, before his death, had become 
“Northernized,” by which it meant everything 
that to politically abominable. It did this to 
break the force of his solemn and reiterated 
warnings against Disunion.

A Flea for Disregarding Fast Differ- ' 
knees. — The war has disrupted old political as- 
sociations and made fierce antagonist*, in a 
multitude of cases, of those who had been 
living in unity and concert of action with each 
other. Per contra, it has made the strangest sort 
of political bedfellows. It has brought those 
into tbe closest bonds of harmony who had 
always been uncompromising and even abusive 
opponents. As germane to this, the New York 
Tribune groups together certain well-known 
facts which very’ properly afford food for reflec- 
tion. We quote as follows : 

The President of the United States is Andrew 
Johnson, born and reared in North Carolina, 
but for the last forty-three years an honored 
citizen and statesman of Tennessee. He has 
been a lifelong champion of the institution* 
and supposed interests of the South— always a 
Jackson Democrat, and in I860 a supporter of 
Breckinridge and Lane. We are of New Eng- 
land stock, “Federal Whig” prepossessions, 
and have through life been a zealous supporter 
of Adams, Clay, Harrison, Taylor, Scou, Fre- 
mont, and Lincoln, while our new President 
bos with equal zeal supported Jackson, Van 
Buren. Case, Polk, Pierce. Buchanan, and 
Breckinridge. Notwithstanding this wide dis- 
parity of origiD, training, and post associations, 
we propose to accord to Mr. Johnson as Presi- 
dent an independent but sincere and hearty 
support. If we shall ever have occasion to dis- 
sent from his views or to object to his course, 
we shall do so in all frankness, bnt with an 
earnest desire to set him right, and thus pro- 
mote, not impede, the success of his adminis- 
tration. And with regard to “the 8outh, ” so 
called, we propose to be at least as eanslderato 
and kindly a* our new Southern Democratic 
President. 

Hardly any two men in the country, np to 
the present troublous times, had been stronger 
political adversaries than the present President 
of the United 8tates and the present Governor 
of Tennessee. We refer to this not to recall to 
mind old party strifes or reawaken the recol- 
lections of bitter fends. We wish to allay them. 
We wish them practically forgotten. We want 
to witness a grand effort at oblivion. We de- 
sire to see a great mantle of charity, broad 
enough and long enough to cover the whole 
land, thrown over it. We want to see the an- 
gry and bloody waves of passion, so lately 
lashed into furv, subside, and to bear less and 
less distinctly every day their sullen roar, till 
the last faint sound shall die away and be heard 
no more forever. 

We draw from the subject a plea for disregard- I 
lug past differences of opinion. These may j 
have been wise or unwise as people may view j 
thtm from one or another stand -point, and it is 
natural, mo6t natural, for every one to seek 
to justify his own course, if not to cast blame 
upon his neighbor. The past cannot now be 
changed. The party bitterness that we may 
have felt stamped itself npon the moving pan- [ 
orama of scenes and events that formed the 
great Heretofore of our'countrv. All that now 
remains for us to to forget it, and to remember 
that “to err is human.” We must live to- | 
getber as one great political and commercial 
community. We can get up and keep up i 
arjgry disputes, resulting in collisions, and 
thus bring npon ourselves much misery, retard- 
ing the return of prosperity and a real peace, 
or we can, by ignoring past differences and 
pursuing a conciliatory course, form a great 
brotherhood of nationality and good will that 
c:.nnot fail to benefit materially and to bless in 
every sense the whole country North and 
South. 

This must be so evident to the dullest intel- 
lect that it seems almoet like a waste of time to 
urge tt, and yet we fear that the vast importance 
of such a line of conduct both on the part of 
tbe Government and of the people is scarcely 
appreciated as it should be. Old party hacks 
will seek to foment discord whenever they think 
they can reap any advantage from it, and un- 
less the people sternly rebuke them they may 
he able to do much .mischief. The inquiry 
should be not, What were your party affiliations 
or views or action*? but, What are you willing 
to do now? Are you willing to forget the pa«t, 
and to do all that possibly lie* within your 
power to heal its dissensions, to restore order, 
to obey the laws, to promote the good of the 
country and the quiet and loyalty of your State, 
ard the speedy extension of the authority of 
tbe Government over every foot of territory of 
the Unitid States? 

Let ns not amuse ourselves or delude our- 
selves with the idea that the w:>rk before ns is 
light and trivia! and that it will prove a com- 
paratively easy task to accomplish it now that 
the armed power of the revolt has been broker. 
If we do, we 6hall pay dearly for oar folly. 
What De Quincey says of tbe sorrows or convul- 
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grander scale to those of nation^ “Minds,” 
says he, ‘ 'that are imDassioned on a more colos- 
sal scale than ordinary, deeper in their vibra- 
tions, and more extensive in the scale of their 
vibrations, whether, in the other parts of their 
intellectual system, they had or had not a cor- 
| respond irg compass, will tremble to greater 
depths irom a fearful convulsion, and will 
; come round by a larger curve of undula- 
tions.” 

Whether we contemplate the immense area 
of the country to be pacified; the sanguinary 
conflict through which it has just past; the fe- 
rocity and deadly hate which have thereby been 
engendered; tbe extent, the nature, and the va- 
riety of the interests to be taken into considera- 
tion; tfce numbers, intelligence, and bravery of the 
people with whom we have to deal, and with 
whom we are to live as fellow-citizens, or the 
length of the angry period of heated debate 
which preceded the outburst of the tremendous 
storm— whether, we say, we contemplate one 
or all of these fact* and circumstances which 
tear directly and powerfully upon the question 
of pacification, we must be convinced, if we are 
capable of comprehending it, of the va*tness 
and difficulty of the work before us, and of the 
wisdom, judgment, and skill requisite to ef- 
fect it. 

The length of time this will take depend* 
npon the policy that may be pursued aud 
the spirit that shall be manifested. Tue South- 
ern people, like other people, have their excel- 
lences and their defects They are excitable, 
brave, and generous. No people in the world 
are more open to the power of kindness or can 
be influenced more strongly by an exhibition 
of tt. A large majority of them hated the 
whole scheme of an attempt at Disunion and 
the setting np of an independent government, 
and they have only to be dealt with in a mag- 
nanimous spirit to wheel into line with all the 
enthusiasm of their warm and impulsive natures 
as true, zealous, and loyal citizens of the Unit- 
ed 8tates. 

If, however, in an evil moment, a different 
theory to adopted; if a taunting, illiberal spirit 
to indulged in toward them; if the effort be made 
to keep ever before their minds the idea that 
they are a subjugated people; If they shall be 
treated with rigor upon the ground that “they 
have no rights which the Government to bound 
to respect”— and this is the jargon of some fa 
natics — we may expect to see the consequences 
of this unhappy strife stretch themselves away 
interminably into the dim, dark gloom of the 
future. 

But we anticipate no such policy, and there- 
fore no snch consequences. We look for Let- 
ter, brighter prospects. We hope to see every 
possible effort made to reconcile and to heal, to 
act nobly and generously, to bury the toma- 
hawk and to bring out the calumet of Peace. 
Snch a policy will be worthy of a great and 
victorious Government, and such remits, of a 
new hallelujah filling all our heavens with its 
harmonies and all hearts with its raptures. 

Then indeed may we join again in the old cho- 
rus of “glory to God in the highest; on earth 
peace; good will to man.” 

An exchange very properly remarks 
“The pursuit by the Union army was most 
splendidly managed by General Meade, who, 
it seems, bad personal charge of all the move- 
ments. When the secret history of the war is 
written, we predict it will be found that General 
Meade has not been credited with all the 
services he has rendered the country. He has 
had sole charge of the army during the recent 
battles, and has pat into execution the splendid 
programme of the Lieutenant-General with rare 
skill and marvellous celerity.” 

We are informed that General Wilson’s 
great cavalry expedition has reached Savannah, 
after a very extensive, successful, and destruc- 
tive raid through Alabama and Georgia, during 
which they captured 501 rebel cannon,5,000 pris- 
oners, killed one, and captured five rebel Gen- 
erals, destroyed immense quantities of rebel 
property, captured a gunboat, and got posses- 
sion of much cotton. This has been tbe most 
important and destructive raid of the war.

The Herald V Richmond despatches show the 
terrible state ot impoverish taeot In which the 
people of Virginia are now found to be. and 
to which they have been reduced by the drafts 
if tbe rebel military establishments on their 
resources of all kinds. 

Hundred* of tbe inhabitants of Richmond, 
Petersburg, and the surrounding country have 
been preserved from starvation only by supplies 
I forafobrd by tbe United States commissaries. 
Strong desires are expressed for removal by the 
Government of all restrictions on trade that is 
rot contraband of war. so that facilities may be 
afforded for a resuscitation of the people, both 
in towns, cities, and districts. 

At present the farmers generally are without 
the implement# or seeds necessary to do their 
planting, and unless these can be speedily pro- 
cured there will be no crops forthcoming in the 
State this summer and fall. 

It is understood that the Army of the James, 
commanded by General Ord. and consisting of 
tbe 24th and 25th corps, will remain in Vir- 
ginia for Ibe present.

Morgan's old command surrendered last 
Monday to Brigadier-General E. H. Hobson, 
c mmanding First Division, Department of 
Kentucky, at Mt. Sterling. The force consisted 
of about one thousand men and one hundred 
and five officers, and was commanded by Col. 
Giltncr. For some day# thev held out against 
General Hobson's terms, demanding to be re- 
ceived and treated as prisoners of war, to re- 
tain all private property, horses, side-arms, &e , 
t*- take no oath to support the Government, 
but return to their allegianM to the United 
Siales Government whenever foe Confederate 
Government 6hall no longer claim an existence, 
or the right to remove to some other country, 
claiming a safe transit thereto. 

These terms General Hobson declined to 
gi ant, and they not being exactly in a position 
to dictate term?, finally couctnded to make a 
virtne of necessity, and surrendered uncon- 
ditionally. The officers, however, were al- 
lowed to retain their side-arms. 

Major W. D. Bay, with seventy men, who 
b id been previously paroled from Northern 
prisons, and furloughed by their own authori- 
ty#, was sent to this place, where they were re- 
quired to register their names in the office of 
ti e Provost Marshal General of the 1st divis- 
ion aud sign an obligation to report tri- 
b-onthly by letter to the Provost Marshal Gen- 
eral of the Department till further orders, 
v* hereupon they weie allowed to return to their 
homes. 

The men looked as though they had seen hard 
service, and such a thing as a complete uniform 
was a circumstance. No doubt these poor fel- 
lows are heartily glad to be relieved from a 
bard campaign, short rations, and hardships, 
aud be once more allowed to remain quietly at 
borne after so long a period of danger and ex- 
p -sure. 

Many officers are coming into the Provost 
Marshal-General to take the amnesty oath, ap- 
parently in loll faith that it is useless longer to 
support the rapidly sinking cause which they 
have so long struggled to maintain. They seem 
realize the impossibility of being exchanged 
li they become prisoners of war, as the Confed- 
eiatcs bold but few, if any , of our men as pris- 
oners to exchange for tbem. 

Lieut..CoL Jesse and Capt. McGinnis were 
paroled last evening by General Hobson. The 
Colonel expressed himse’f to the effect that he 
considered the Confederate cause at most hope- 
less dow, and it was useless longer to attempt 
to hold out. Some 500 horses, 110 saddles, and 
trapping?, were received here from Mount Ster- 
ling yesterday, being property turned over by 
Giltuer. 

The f llo wing named officers took the amnesty 
oath at General Bobson’s headquarters yester- 
day : Captain O Kinnard, 9th Kentucky mount- 
ed infantry; Lieutenant Alford William, 7th 
Kentucky cavalry; Lieutenant H. M. Carpen- 
t* r, 2d Kentucky mounted infantry.

Ail incapable or unwilling to accept 
these terms are to be removed to Mason’s 
Island ntar Georgetown. 

The Navy Department has ordered the Mis- 
sissippi squadron reduced to 25 vessels. It was 
formerly over 100. 

It has transpired that the trade question was 
definitely settled in Cabinet to day. All loyal 
persons are to be granted permits to carry 
good# and trade in any insurrectionary State, 
upon application to proper agents and paying 
tbe Government tax. Tennessee is exempt 
fi om tbe 3 per cent tax. 

The Time* says tbe statement that General 
Ilallcck has issued an order announcing that 
ail persons, without regard to rank or employ- 
ment, in the civil or military service of the 
late rebel Government will be permitted to 
take the amnesty oath, is untrue. He has not 
been authorized to issue such order, and the 
exception made bv the amnesty proclamation 
of December, 1863, will be observed till a gen- 
eral line of policy is adopted. 

Camp grounds for large bodies of troops soon 
to arrive are being erected near this city. The 
2el and 5th corps are north of Richmond on 
their way to Alexandria, where they are ex- 
pected in ten days. Howard’s 2d corps and the 
15th and 17th, constituting the army of Ten- 
nessee, will arrive here about the 1st of June, 
ard Slocum’s army, the 14th and 20th corps, 
is expected a few days later. The grand re- 
v'ew. which will take place as soon as the ar- 
mies under Sherman get here, will be the 
greatest event of its kind that has taken place 
during the war. 

The condition of Mr Seward is such that 
there is every prospect of his resuming duties 
b ithin a week or so. 

W ashington, May 6. 
Gen. Grant arrived in the city to-day. 

There is authority for saying that tbe pub- 
lished statement that J. W. Chandler, of New 
Hampshire, has been appointed Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury, vice Fields, ap- 
pointed consul to Japan, is premature. 
Owing to ill health, Mr. Fields will 
shortly retire from the Treasury, but his succes- 
sor has not been designated, hor has he con- 
sented to accept as yet the appoiutment of con- 
sul, which it is understood has been tendered 
him.

£ ARRIVAL OF TUB 8TKAM3U1P AMERICA. 

New York, Mav 7. 

The steamship America, from Southampton 
on tbe 26ih ult,, arrived here to-day. 

The London Times says: The end has come at 
last, and the great American war is virtaallv 
clused by Lee'? surrender of the Virginia arm*’. 
The tone of the correspondence between Grant 
and Lee is honorable to both. The conditions 
were such that it was no disgrace for an over- 
matched army to accept them. Not even Na- 
poleon’s army could e»unt a series of more 
brilliant victories than the Army of Virgiuia. 
They were victorious till victory was no more 
to be achieved by human valor, and then they 
tell with honor. Two years ago Lee might 
have escaped to Lynchburg, but now the Fed- 
eral Generals make moves with as much rapid- 
ity and attack as Napoleon’s Marshals. Tne 
Federal army is entitled to rank among the 
vtry flist in military nations. All attempts to es- 
tablish a Southern Confederacy must be aban- 
doned. 

The Times of Tuesday sav*; With the de- 
feat of the Southerners the difficulties of the 
Federal Government set in. After the restora- 
tion of Federal authority and the reduction of 
the 8outh to obedience an overwhelming pros- 
pect will open before Mr. Lincoln. Much lies 
between the conquest of the South and the 
restoration of the Union in the face of politi- 
cal problems of unexampled difficulty to be 
confronted. 8uch questions as the regenera- 
tion of currency, the reform of the tariff, and 
the management of the national debt. Impor- 
tant as they are in themselves, may appear in- 
sig 1 icant. 

Notwithstanding the strong sympathy felt 
for the 8outh at Liverpool, the intelligence of 
Lee’* defeat was received with great satisfac- 
tion, causing increased confidence in commer- 
cial circles. 

France . — The Mexican Embassy will be of 
fieially received by tbe Pope shortly. 

The American Embassy was received by the 
Emperor and Empress. 

The Secretary of the Russian Legation was 
assassinated in Paris by a Russian. 

Belgium . — A meeting was held at Brussels, 
and followed by great 'demonstraiious in honor 
of the late Federal victories An immense pro- 
c*?sion repaired to the Federal Consuls, who 
n ade speeches of congratulation, followed by a 
I serenade. 

The London Times says; It seems to be a 
part cf Mr. Lincoln’s desire to conciliate his 
defeated fellow citizens under the guidance ot 
Seward, who has creditably distinguished him- 
j si If by his moderate counsels, and whose life, 
v e trust, will be spared at this crisis. He mav, 
by gentle manners, restore tranquillity and hap- 
piness. and calm in some degree the animosities 
v Mch have been raised by these years of war. 

The D. ilv News of Monday after compliment- 
in; Lee for surrendering, alludes to Mr. Lin- 
coln's rotice to foreign nations to withdraw the 
re guiatiens to which the Federal vessels are 
n ** subjected in their ports andeays: Tuisnoti e 
v til not affect os, as with our harbor in the 
West Indies we hare no occasion to enter com- 
plaint. It is therefore directed against other 
nu lions whose con tant threats of recognition 
of the 8outh has daring the war so added to the 
d tticiiltic# and perplexities of the North.

By the steamer America from Bremen we 
have the London Times and News from the 14th 
to tbe 26th ult. The Times of Monday says: 
Whether the Southerns have or have not’fought 
better in former years, there can be no doubt 
that the Federals have surpassed all their pre- 
ceding efforts. Slowly bat surely they have 
brought their armies to perfection. At first 
they suffered from mistake^ and the determina- 
tion of their opponents. Thev could not con- 
ceive how three or four millions of whiles shut 
out from foreign succor and with discordant, if 
not hostile, population within their borders 
could resist the resources of the great United 
States. Knowing also their own friendly feel- 
irg to the South, they could hardly believe the 
Confederates were actuated by such a hatred of 
the Union ns would arouse them to long and 
strenuous efforts. 

These feelings had a great deal to do with 
the lack of energy with which the war was 
prosecuted in its early stages. It was only 
when the army wa? defeated in Virginia — when 
the la*t hopes of the existence of the Union 
party in the South were dissipated — that they 
gave their whole heart to the war and put their 
whole strength into it. Steady discipline and 
confidence given by superior resources have 
made the Northern levies excellent machines 
after tbe m< del of European armies The war 
has brought ont commanders of ability in the 
persons of Grant, Sheridan, and Shea man. 
These Generals drilled and disciplined their 
mixed forces till they were fit for every emer- 
gency of war, and when this was done the end 
of tbe Confederacy was plainly near. 

The superiority 'of the Federal armies enabled 
them to prevail in the actual conflict. Their 
progress in discipline enabled tbem to take ad- 
vantage of victory. Their cavalry, which at 
the beginning of the war was the laughing 
stock of the Confederates, is now excellent, and 
tbeiv know how to use it with effect, the plenti- 
ful appliance* of war with which their Givera- 
mett has been furnished.

The*e 
reports will be consolidated for each day and 
transferred to the Secretory of War.

For this purpose Thursday, the 1st day of 
June, 1865, is hereby appointed as a day of fast- 
ing, humiliation, and prayer. 

On that day the people of Kentucky are in- 
voked to suspend all secular business, and at 
the usual hour for service attend their respective 
places cf worship, and engage in the solemn and 
earnest observance of the day as one for humil- 
iation before God and prayer for His forgiving 
mercy and sustaining grace in this oar day of 
affliction.

He cannot afford to keep 
a single servant, and one of his family is com- 
pelled to answer the door belL In fact, the 
General has no change of outer clothing, he be- 
ing compelled to go to church in his old gray 
uniform. Provisions are cheap in the Rich- 
mond markets, but no one has any money to 
puichase with. 

The Heat at 8rr.iSGKtEni>. — We learn from 
thrte who wire present at the funeral obsequies 
of Pieridcnt Lincoln at Springfield, Illinois, 
that tbe heat on that day was intense, and many 
of the Old Guard were prostrated, as well as a 
number of tbe Veteran Reserve Corps that had 
escorted the remains from Washington.* Over 
tbirty persons were suu-strmk, and some of 
them were not expected to recover.

The dais is three 
fret in beiffnth, aud contains an inclined plane 
as a centre platform. Four upright pillars 
nil port a canopy through which the light of 
thirty -six stais radiates to the coffin and Us sur- 
roundings. 

The roof of the canopy is of oval form, cov- 
ered with black velvet, festooned with white 
and silver fringe, studded with stare. At tne 
bead of tbe coffin stands a pedestal festooned 
with sil' cr fringe. Surmounting the pedestal 
is a marble eagle, around which are clustered 
six flags. On each side of tite pedestal will rest 
an El'sean vase titled with natural flowers. The 
sides of the dnis incline upward, aud arc covered 
with Hack velvet and silver stars. 

The d»is is covered with flowers; the cornice 
is surmounted by eight black plumes; festoons 
ot white silk are displayed; the cornice is 
adorned with black and silver fringe; tbe lam 
bet-tain forms an arch between the columns on 
ail sides; outside is black velvet aud inside 
silk.

Up to a late hour 
to-dav, long lines of people have been moving 
toward the Court-house, entering a door bear- 
ing the inscription, “Illinois clasps to her bosom 
her slain but glorified 6on,” and retiring by one 
on the other side, surmounted bv the word*, 
"The beauty of Israel is slain upon high places.” 
Grouped around the coffin were evergreens and 
the choicest of white flowers, vases filled with 
rotes, crosses of white flowers, and a green 
cross of white camelias with a green back- 
ground resting on tbe white satin lid of the 
coffin; a wreath of camelias and white fillies, 
bedded iu evergreens, rested on the foot of the 
coffin, and interspersed among all these were 
rare bouquets el' white flowers aud wreaths of 
evergretn. 

It is every where admitted that never before 
has Chicago teen a dav to correspond with that 
of y esterday . No public bereavement was ever 
eo’ deeply felt by the people Not only citi- 
zens Irom distant parts of Illinois, but many 
from adjacent States, have come here to take 
farewell of the truly lamented dead. 

The Wigwam In which Abraham Lincoln was 
first nominated for the Presidency, the first 
ttooyof which is occupied as stores, possesses 
much inter eat to all visitors, and the erection 
of an immense wooden structure for the hold- 
ing of the sanitrry fair reminds us of the fact 
that President Lincoln had partly promised to 
be present at its opening.

A despatch has been receive^ from Captain 
Lincoln stating that it is his mother's wish that 
the Oak-ridge Cemetery, at Springfield, be the 
permanent burial place of his father. This re- 
quest will be complied with. 

The Court-house was closed at eight o’clock 
ibis evening, when the remains were escorted 
to the railroad station, the members of the 
Common Council acting as pall bearers. The 
cortege was flanked by torch- bearers in large 
numbers. Very many persons were assembled 
at the depot to witness the departure of the 
train, which will arrive at 8pringfield to-mor- 
row morning at eight o’clock. The funeral 
will lake plate on Thursdav afternoon.

The Star of this morning eavs: The clrcum- 
staLtes under which the plot to burn Puiladel- 
t’hla was discovered here, are about as 
follows: 

On Friday evening last Sergeant A. P. Mc- 
Kinney at the Sixth-street wharf discovered two 
suspicious looking individuals lurking about. 
On Saturday evening these two men again 
made their appearance at the wharf. The Ser- 
geant, while thev were in conversation, got 
clore enough to hear one of them inquire of 
the other: “Do you think they wifi meet to- 
Dighl?” The reply was not heard, and the men 
again started off. 8ergeant McKinney over- 
took them. One of the men, seeing they we e 
followed, drew a pistol and tired at the Ser- 
geant. The ball took effect in his right breast, 
inflicting a slight wound, and made their es- 
cape. 

Sergeant McKinney discovered a letter upon 
the ground which the man who tired the pistol 
had pulled from his pocket with the weapon. 
This letter was sent to Colonel Ingram, and re- 
vealed the diabolical plot to burn Philadelphia, 
in which a large number of conspirators were 
to take part. 

Colonel Ingham immediately despatched offi. 
cers to the railroad station, where it was ascer- 
tained that men answering the description of 
lbo*e who assailed the Sergeant had taken pas- 
sage on the train. Information of the discov- 
ery of the plot was then telegraphed to Cad- 
walroder at Philadelphia. Facts are within the 
knowledge of the authorities which show that 
there aie some 800 conspirators banded together 
for tbe pnrpo.-e of burning Philadelphia and 
oiler North tro cities. Thcaffair is undergoing 
a thorough investigation. 

Cairo, May 2. 

The steamer Henry Von Phul has arrived 
from New Orleans with two days’ later dates. 
The Times says on receipt of the news, 
on the night of the 24ib, that the rebel 
ram bad been blown up below the city, 
and that her crew had escaped, Cap- 
t in James Starr, commanding the First 
brigade of cavalry ’forces of this department,

the sw amps in which tbe crew of the Webb hod 
taken reluge. 

The cavalry, under command of Captain

ceived, and arrived at a point near the wreck of 
the ram about 9 PM. on the 25th and at once 
began their search for the fugitive rebels, who 
plunged into the deepest recesses of the swamp 
on the approach of their pursuers. Capt. Reid 
was hard pre-seed, bnt succeeded in reaching tbe 
house of a citizen, who turned him over to the 
navy. 

Capt. Corry art ived at the city after his tedi- 
ous march at 2 o'clock P. M. yesterday, with 
twenty-six of the crew of the ram, who were 
turned over to the proper authorities here. 
ArooBg the prisoners was one who said that he 
light' d the train that fired the magazine. 

It is eupposed that two or three more of the 
crew have eluded the pursuit of the cavalry, 
and ere still in the swarnpe. 

The steamer 8t. Mary, which was sunk by a 
torpedo sever al day s ago iu Mobile Bay, is be- 
ing raked. 

The Picayune learns that at 2 o’clock P. M. 
on the 25th, the steamer R. B. Hamilton, bound 
for Mobile, struck a torpedo and was complete- 
ly wrecked. She had on board three compa- 
nies of the 3d Michigan cavalry. Fifteen per- 
sons were killed and wounded. Six firemen 
w< re among the killed. 

The Hamilton was a low-pressure boat, 
s‘ern-wh< eled. She struck a stem off where 
the St. Mary's lie?, and tbe steamer N P. Banks 
had just passed the spot where the Florida ac- 
cident occurred, the torpedo having floated in.

Colonel Baden, of General Grant’s staff, ha* 
gone to Cairo to investigate the causes of the 
recent Sultana disaster. 

It is the opinion of the American Consul and 
Bunkers of Germany that there are now in the 
European markets between #300.000.000 and 
$400,000,000 of our bonds, a sum as great as the 
market will bear. Tbe greatest portion ol tnese 
bonds are held by German capitalists and by the 
common people, for investment. 

Tbe work of retrenchment goes bravely on. 
The Navy Department has a! read v commenced 
to i educe expenses more largely thaa any other 
branch of tbe public service. 

All the sailors in the navv. vard and oa vessels 
there, whose terms of enlistment expire on or 
betore the 10th day of July next, were to-day 
discharged. This includes almost all on the 
three monitors stationed here. 

A court-martial, of which Gen Park is Presi- 
dent, met here to-day, to try the case of Con- 
gressman Harris, of the First district of Mary- 
land, charged with urging paroled rebel offlee-s 
and men to again take up arms against the 
Government. 

Alter a formal organization, the court ad- 
journed until to-morrow, when Harris, who 
was brought here on Saturday last from Lower 
Mary land, will be placed on trial. It is under- 
stood that this court-martial will be continued 
even after Harris’ case is disposed of.

The transportation is ef- 
fected bv railroad and ambulance teams. 

The Episcopal churches y esterday were open

Springfield, Ills., May 3, 10 A. M 

Tbe crowd began to assemble at 7 o’clock 
this morning in front of the Chicago and Alton 
depot, and on every adjacent street. Trains 
arrived early in tbe morning, loaded down with 
visitors. 

Every minute new acces*ions were made to 
the throng, and the rush soon became truly 
fearful. Balconies were full and house tops 
crowded. The funeral train was an hour be- 
hind time. 

At five minutes of eleven o’clock the pioneer 
engine arrived, and at nine preciselv the funer- 
al train, elegantly draped in mourning, slowly 
approached the depot. The beautiful coffin, 
containing the mortal remtins of Abraham 
Lincoln, was quietly lifted from the car and 
placed in a hearse, brought for the occasion 
from St. Louis. 

It is mounted by eight rich and heavy plumes 
of raven darkness. Six black horses plumed with 
black were attached to the hearse. As the cof- 
fin was carried np the line to the hearse a regi- 
ment and two battalions of infantry stood at a 
prerent arms. 

Amid the booming of cannon, and to the 
mournful strain* of music, the slow march com- 
menced in the following order; Military escort, 
commanded bv Col. Henry Dean, hand, Briga- 
dier-General John Cook and staff, Major-Gener- 
al Hooker and staff, pall bearers, hearse and 
guard of honor, relations and friends in car- 
riages. Governor Oglesby and Illinois delega- 
tion, United States Senators and Representa- 
tives, Illinois 8tate Legislature, Governor 
Thomas E. Bramlette and tbe Kentucky 
delegation, the committees of reception, 
judges of courts, clergy, officers of the armv 
and navy, firemen of the city, and citizen* 
generally. The procession ha? just arrived at 
the8tote House, and the lamented dead is beirg 
carried into the Rtprescntatives’ Hall, where it 
will be laid in state. The spectacle is grand, 
solemn, and mposing. 

Knoxville, East Tenn., May 2 — 10 P. M. 

Information received from 8toneman’s cav- 
a’ry saj s that Jeff Davis was at Ya kville, 8 juth 
Carolina, on the 28th ult., and Sfanepaan’s 
forces came in the following day.

Hon. A. Burrell, of Mississippi, had made 
a similar appeal to the residents of his State, 
and suggested tbe election of delegates from 
every county to attend a convention to be held 
at Vicksburg on the first Monday of June. 

A Washington special says: The preparations 
of tbe conspiracy case lor trial has developed 
one Col. H. L. Burne't, who conducted the 
treason cases at Indianapolis. His great ability 
in these cases commended him to the Govern- 
ment. He is now sifting the moss of testimony 
in possession of the Government.
